“There is a possibility of this, but I do 
not regard it as probable, for the reason that 
I believe your country will be too wise to 
court any such action. It 1s unquestionably 
the fact that just at present there is con- 
siderable sentiment against this country. Its 
gigantic combinations, its tireless energy, 
marvelous resources, and fertility of inven- 
tion are alarming Europe, and if this country 
proposes to maintain its high tariff there is 
little doubt a hostile combination will be 
formed. 

“ As a publie official as well as business- 
man I am a firm believer in reciprocity; that 
is the only principle upon which the progres- 
sive nations of the world can get along in 
harmony together. For this reason I was 
greatly disappointed at the failure of the 
American Senate to pass the reciprocity 
treaty with my own country, France. While 
in Washington, however, I learned enough 
to inspire me with the belief that the treaty 
will be adopted at the next session. 

There is no foundation for the talk about 
France being an Irreiigious country because 
of the opposition to clericalism. France is 
Catholic today, but it is opposed to the priests 
or clericals, who number about 40,000, uniting 
and trying to use all their influence to fur-

INDUSTRIAL LEADERS. 
A Men Assemble in New 
7 Xork Chamber of Commerce to Ad- 


Closer Relations Between Employer 

and Employes—Are Unit tor System 
of Prevention Which Will Even An- 
tieipate Arbitration. 


New York, May 7. Conciliation as a means 
of mainteining industrial peace between 
labor and capital was discussed by leaders 
of unionism and finance at the Chamber of 
Commerce this afternoon, The meeting was 
arranged by the industrial department of the 
National Civic federation, and all of the 
contributors to the symposium were leaders 
in their several fields of activity. They met 
upon common ground and were a unit in the 
hope that strife would be eliminated from 
the relations of.employer and toiler and a 
perpetual truce declared. 

The speakers were: Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor; Bishop Potter; John Mitchell, Presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
| ica; Charles R. Flint, President of the Amer- 
| ican Rubber company; Daniel J. Keeffe of 
the Illinois Board of Arbitration; William H. 
Sayward of the National Association of 


International Association of Machinists; and 
Herman Justi, Commissioner of the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ association, 


Gompers Outlines Purpose. 

Samuel Gompers presided, and in opening 
the meeting expressed the hope that a new 
epoch had dome in the relations of labor 
and capital. “ We want industrial peace, but 
not at the. sacrifice of any of the elements of 
manhood,” he said, “ The increased growth 
in the organization of labor has brought 
greater responsibility. Th work is going 
ahead actively, however, and we are meet- 
Oe our problems in a practical way. Weare 
aling with living men, and living women, 
and living children in the hope of better 
things for all. The laboring people insist 
that they be regarded as something more 
than wage-earners. They are men with 
rights, and hopes, and aspirations, and love.“ 
He expressed the belief that the planjof 
conciliation should be aided by every man 
who was against strife and for peace. He 
said that the unions sought to do injustice 
to no man, but were formed to conserve the 
rights of those who formed them. 


Bishop Potter Marks 

Bishop Potter. expressed his gratification 
at the growth of the spirit of conciliation. 
He noted a growth of intelligence and open- 
mindedness among workmen, and said that 
upon it could be Built the highest hope for 
the future. He added that at the same time 
there was a greater interest manifested on 
the part of employers in the lives and ¢on- 
| ditions of their men. He praised the humani- 
1 American diplomacy in China, and said 

t it offered a splendid example for emu- 
lation. “If you rise to this opportunity,“ 
he said, “ you will set the world another ex- 
‘ample thet it will be your privilege to re- 
member with pride all your lives. 

John Mitchell said that he was for peace 
because he had known the bruises of war. 
“The relations of labor and capital,” 
paid, are purely a business proposition. 
There is no sentiment in it. Peace is better 
for both, and I am for peace if we can have 
an honorable peace. I believe there never 
would be strikes if the employers. and em- 
ployés could meet in fair conference. If we 
could have got a hearing last year the great 
coal strike would have been avolded.“ He 
said the public was a party to every strike, 
and should be consulted. He hoped that the 
Chamber of Commerce of New. York would 
lend its mighty aid to the conciliation plan. 


Views of a Capitalist. 
Charles R. Flint, the capitalist, was intro- 


ican Rubber company who worked fourteen 
heurs a day. He expressed his confidence 
in the good that would come of closer rela- 
tionship between labor and capital, He 
viewed the export trade of the country and 
the Accomplishments of the skilled American 
laborer, and said that in this the greatest 
industrial evolution the world had ever 
known there was no room for strife between 
American labor and American capital. 

Danie] J. Keefe said that conciliation was 
more acceptable than arbitration, for in the 
latter system there had to be a decision de- 
feating one side or the other. 

William H. Sayward supported Mitchell's 
eontention that the relation of the two great 
industrial forces was purely of a business 
nature. He said the laborer did not want 
sympathy, but good square treatment, and 
e generally returned good 
square treatment. He believed that the em- 


spirit of frankness. 

James O'Connell said that ‘In the metal 
trades employers and toilers had learned the 
benefits of organization and mutual conces- 


ment would do great good. 
Justi Foresees Great Movement. 


erman Justi said in commencing: ‘“‘ Un- 
the old dispensation employer and toiler

HOLMES HELD IN CONTEMPT. | 2° 


President of Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company, Kansas Pity, Refuses 
to Appear Before Grand Jury. 
Kansas City, Mo., May 7.—President W. H. 
Holmes of the Metropolitan Street railway 
‘company was ordered by Judge Wofford in 
the Criminal Court today to appear before 
the grand jury, which is investigating rumors 
of jury bribing in connection with a damage 
suit and produce the books and papers of the 
claim department of his road. Mr. Holmes, 
through his attorneys, refused to comply 
with the order. JudgeWofford held the rail- 
way President in contempt of court and he 
was constructively placed in custody until 
the matter can be passed upon by a higher 
court.

Coming immediately after the narrative ot 
his wife regarding the friendly relations ex- 
isting between the two men, it was a power-

that he supposed. it was done by the explo- 
sion of the rim-fire revolver; that when he 
rushed to Grogan's assistance Grogan ap- 
parently misunderstood his purpose and 
grappied with him; that a flerce struggle re-

clearly state, and that Grogan then ran 
toward the house. 

Mrs. Eastman ended her testimony this 
morning, and to the surprise of all was uot 
cross-examined, 

With considerable detail Eastman told of 
the friendly relations existing between him- 
self and the deceased and disclaimed that at 
any time they were not on speaking tert. 
He denied emphatically that he had 
threatened to take the life of Grogan or that 
he Had ever said Grogan’s days were few. 
He claimed to have been at the theater with 
his wife on the date oh which the prasecution 
contends he went to Grogan's. stable and 
made a declaration t he would shoot Dick 
if it took five years.

Story of the Shooting. 
Eastman's story of the shooting, told in 
answer to the questions of his counsel, was 
in part as follows;

I don't remeni- 
ber about passing through the north hen 
yard, but all I remember is what took place 
in the south hen yard. I next saw Grogan 
raise the latch and pass out. 

Says Grogan Accised Him. 

“I know I got the 44-caliber, and he 
was several feet ahead of me I ran after

Mr. Grogan partially “recovered .con- 
aciousness, He said: ‘ Charlie Eastman 
shot me; there he is now.’ He said again:

He said that when he started to take the 
jammed cartridge from the old rim-fire re- 
volver he stood some distance back of Gro- 
gan, but that the latter in the course ot 
sighting his revolver walked backward di- 
rectly into range at the moment the old re- 

volver was accidentally discharged—this in 
explanation of Eastman's caution in not 

pointing the revolver in Grogan's direction, 
It just happened that the hammer of the re- 
volver slipped gt the instant N came 
into range. 
Tuought He Might Need Pistol. 

Asked why he picked up the 44 caliber 
weapon when he followed Grogan out of 
the hen yard after the struggle, Grogan 
then being unarmed, Eastman explained 
that his brother-in-law was a much more 
powerful man that himself and he thought he 
might have occasion to use the gun should 
Grogan, wounded though he. was, turn and 
attack him. 

Fastman could not explain how it, hap- 
pened that the cartridge inthis revolver was 

a firing position, he havifg testified earlier 

at he had put only tne cartridge into this 
gun, to get which into place to fire neces- 
sitated four separate motions. 

Regarding the bullet taken from Grogan’s 
body, Eastman acknowledged himself sat- 
isfied that it came from Grogan’s 82 
caliber center fire shooter, and not from the 
old rim-fire revolver, as he claimed up to 
the time of the trial. He had been con- 
> vinced of his mistake by the testimony of 
the government experts, After the shooting 
the five cartridges in Grogan's revolver were 
found to have been discharged, though none 
had been fired at the target. Eastman could 
remember of only two shots being fired, both 
by Grogan aimed at him, This left three 
cartridges unaccounted for, 

Court adjourned until tomorrow, when the |

National Board of Review Takes 
A. McKerran Case Under Consedera- 
tion—Boycott on Dick Wilson. 


New York, May. t. The Board of Review 
of the National Trotting association began its 
May session at the Murray Hill Hotel today. 
The members present were President P. P. 
Johnston, Lexington, Ky.; Charles Dunn 
Palmet, Lowell, Mass.; F. S. Gorton, Chi- 
cago; J. C. Sibley, Franklin, Pa.; and Secre- 
tary H. H. Gocher, Hartford, Conn. 

Of the many cases investigated only two 
were decided. The first was the case of 
Driver Frank Doble; who applied for rein- 
statement. He was suspended by the judges 
at the meeting in Saugus, Mass., last Octo- 
ber, for pulling the pacer Art Alco, The ap- 
plication was refused. 

The other case was a complaint by Dennis 
Harrington of this city against Dick Wilson 
of Rushville, Ind. Harrington testified that 
he purchased the mare Ruella at an auction 
sale in Madison Square Garden in Novem- 
ber, 1899. She was accredited with a record. 
of 2:25%, but after Harrington had spent a 
good deal of money on her the best she could 
do was 2:53, and he claimed that the cata- 
logue record was a false one. The board de- 
cided that the National Trotting association 
should instruct its associate members to re- 
frain from having any further dealings with 
Wilson. 

The matter of amateur owners, who trotted 
their horses to wagon at matinée races and 
the claim that they should not have ‘their 
horses penalized on the records they makeat 
‘these events, was taken up. The case in point 
was that of the horse John A. McKerron, 
owned by H. K. Deveraux of Cleveland, O., 
Deveraux drove the animal at the Readville, 
Mass., track and won a challenge cup. Mo- 
Kerron had a record of 2:12%, but won the 
race in 2:10 and the National Trotting asso- 
ciation penalized him as being in the 2:10 
class. Deveraux asked not to have the horse 
penalized on the ground that the record was 
made in amateur and not professional trot- 


ting. 

The matter was clearty placed before the 
board, the members of which took it under 
consideration and adjourned to meet again 
tomorrow.

Beneficial rains, phenomenally heavy in 
places, have fallen over the central plateau 
region and eastern Rocky Mountain slope. 
Corn planting has progresged rapidly in the 
central valleys, has begun in the extreme 
northern districts, and is about finished as 
far north as the Carolinas, Tennessee, and 
In the Southern States poor 
stands are extensively reported, and the crop 
is generally in need of rain, although some- 
what improved as compared with its condi- 


tion at the close of the previous week. 


Wheat Reports Favorable. 


The reports respecting winter wheat are 
stili favorable, except over portions of

two families were buried in Mount Olivet 
Cemetery and the Holy Cross Cemetery at 
West Hammond. 

Seven thousand people crowded into the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception and 
St. Patrick's Catholic Church, where the 
two funérals took place. In St. Patrick's 
Church the Rev. Father Van De Laar con- 
ducted. the service for Mrs. Josephine Colley. 
and her daughters, Mabel and Annie.. The 
Rev. Father Francis Woztalewicz sang high 
mass in the Polish Church of the Immaculate 
Conception for the four dead of the Zook 
family—Peter Zook, his wife, son, and daugh- 
ter. 
Twenty-six girls, who had been playmates 
of the Zook children and their classmates in 
the parish school, attended the services. All 
were dressed in white, and their gowns con- 
trasted with the black worn by members of 
the Polish society, the Sobieska society, of 
which Zook was a member. Sixteen of the 
girls acted as pallbearers and carried the 
two white coffins up the church aisle and 
placed them within the chancel rail. The 
caskets were covered with white roses. 

Twelve schoolgirls also acted as pall- 
bearers for little Mabel Colley at the serv- 
ices held at St. Patrick's Church. 

Little Mabel Christensen, the daughter of 
Louis Christensen, the Dowie believes, is 
now the ward of the Illinois Humane society 
and the Juvenile Court. Dr. Dowib made a 
demand yesterday on Captain Shippy for 
the child, but was told that she was unable 
to be moved.

ingness to give his personal notes, with 5 
per cent interest, due in nine and fifteen 
months, in settlement. The acceptance of 
the proposition. was taken under considera- 
tion, and the meeting adjourned to meet 
again at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

The meeting was held in the offices of the 
concern and was called by Mr. Jamieson. 
Josiah Cratty was elected chairman. Mr. 


Jamieson made a statement declaring that 


he was unable at this time to give the amount 
of his assets. He said that they consisted 
largely of accounts due and were dependent 
for their ultimate value largely on the way 
they were handled. 

‘The report that I was personally a bear 
in the grain and stock market is untrue,“ 
said Mr. Jamieson. “ I was not short in the 
market and had nothing to do with the Phil- 
lips corn deal. When I severed my partner- 
ship with Mr. Nickerson I took over a num- 
ber of accounts which I deemed good and 
which I still consider valuable, but I have 
been unable to realize on them. The pressure 
on me was caused by my effort to provide 
funds against these assets. The quick turns 
in the market and my action in giving too 
much leeway to my customers was my undo- 
ing. I was promised 200,000 by a New York 
man who intended becoming a special part- 
ner in the firm. When I went to New York 
to close the deal I found that he had changed 
his mind. It was announced that he had 
heart disease and he decided not to go into 
the stock market. bee 

“If I could be permited to handle the 
assets of the firm I am satisfied that they will 
pay out every dolar of indebtedness. If the 
affairs of the firm are thrown into the courts 
I have grave doubts of the creditors being 
paid in full.“ 

The formal offer to give notes in settlement 


decided that a committee of the creditors 
be appointed’ to examine the books of the» 
firm and report the result of its investiga- 
tion today. The chairman named a commit-

Before a2 if 
the jurors retired at 4:30 yesterday afternoon a 
Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes told them 
that, ‘as the evidence had failed to show that 
force was used in taking McDougall’s money 3 
and jewelry, the charge of robbery might — E 
not be sustained. He demanded a verdict of 
conviction on the larceny count, however. 
Fifteen minutes later word came from the 
jury-room that an agreement had deen 
reached, and five minutes afterward the jury- 
men faced the court and the following ver- 
dict was read: | 

We, the jury, find the defendants, Patrick 
J. Sheghan and John Mosher, guilty of lar- 
ceny in manner and form as charged in the. 
indictment. We further find the value of 
the property taken to be $150.” . 


Women Weep in Court. 

The defendants showed little aparent con- 
cern over the verdict, but Mosher’s aged 
mother, who occupied a seat in the court- 
room, burst out sobbing. Near her sat hee 
han’s aunt and his niece, a young girl whom 
he is said to have educated. They showed — 
no emotion until the bailiffs led the prisoners 
out of the room. Then the young girl jumped 
to her feet, brushed the court officials aside, 
and grasping Sheehan's hand, shouted: 

“It isn’t true! No, no; it ht true!” es 

He tried to comfort her, and, with the 
three women crying, the prisoners were led. 
away to jail.

MW 
charm bore the emblem of a fraternity and 
one of the defendants was found wearing 
the bit of jewelry after the property was al- 
leged to have been taken. 

Story of the Theft. | 

McDougall, the complainant through whose 
efforts the men were convicted, asserted that 
he entered Sharpshooters’ Park about dusk 
on July 1 last. Two policemen, he asserted, 
met him, accused him of having entered the 
resort by scaling the fence, and put him un- 
der arrest. He then was conducted to @ 
secluded place, so he testified, and robbed by 
the two policemen, A picnic had been held 
that day at the park and Sheehan and Mosher 
were specially detailed from the Bast Chi- 
cago Station for service there. MoDougail 
made my, SE at the station and identified 
the two men, the bit of jewelry which had 
been taken from him affording a elew. In- 
spector Heidelni@ier at once suspended both 
policemen pendi hearing before the Trial 
board.

If the farmer waits until the last are 
ripe, the first will drop off and cut down the 
yleld, and if he cuts it as soon as the first 
are ripe, the late-sown oats will be green 
and will be apt to spoil the whole crop if 
binned. In Iowa the conditions are not fa- 
vorable, and a large percentage of the farm- 
ers have only just finished sowing. The per- 
centage of acreage is considerably less than 
last year, and in many portions or Iowa home 
consumption is greater than the supply, and 
we expect to see much higher prices offered 
by farmers than it will be worth on the mar- 
ket before the crop of 1901 is harvested.”

| the costliness of government management. 


It is admitted by railroad men that govern- 
ment employés ought to get rather better pay 
than private employés doing the same class 
of work, but they contend that the former 
are paid altogether too much and do not 
do their work so well as their less well 
paid employés. ‘They argue that if the 
postal service were in private hands the 
postmasters of small towns would not be 
paid from $1,500 to $3,000 a year and at 
the same time be provided with so many 
clerks that it is not necessary for these 
postmasters to do more than an hour’s work 
a day at the most. They say that if a 
private company had charge of the postal 
service postmasters would not be appointed 
for politcial reasons only, as is alleged 
to be the case now, but would be selected 
‘because of their merits and would be pro- 
moted from smaller to larger offices as they 
gave evidence of increasing efficiency, 

Railroad ad express men say that parcels 
cannot be carried by mail at so low a rate 
as they are carried by express now, not 
merely because of the general costliness 
of government operation but because owing 
to the practical partnership between rail- 
roads and express companies a smalier 
number of men are employed than would 
be the case if the Postoffice department were 
to do the work. In smaller places the same 
man is express agent and station agent. 
His pay is small, though he does his work 
well, There is this same doubling up of 
duties where the same man does telegraph 
work for a railroad and also for the tele- 

Naturally these men who fear an lu- 
vasion of their business by the genera! 
government are ‘illiberal and always

THE SCHOOL GARDENS, 

The new feature of schdol gardens as a 
means of instructing and entertaining chil- 
dren is not so new as it seems. In 1691 the 
old Quaker, George Fox, left by will a tract 
of land near Philadelphia “ for a playground 
for the children’ of the town to play on, and 
for a garden to plant with physica! plants, 
for lads and lassies to know simples to 
learn how to make oils and ointments.” It 
is not known how well the Quaker's scheme 
succeeded, but it was not until two centuries 
later tliat the school garden came to be a 
recognized institution. 

The school garden which is now becom- 
ing all the rage has not the practical uses 
to which George Fox's garden was to be 
put. Few lads or lassies nowadays care to 
know simples, much less how to make oils 
and ointments. The school garden is mostly 
for purposes of decoration and beauty, 
though how long it will serve that purpose 
in the case of city schools remains to be 


seen. 

The States in which the school garden has 
most flourished are Massachusetts, Maine, 
@hio, lowa, and Pennsylvania. The best 
results have been obtained in Massachu- 
setts, as school gardens have been system- 
atically developed for a longer time there 
than in other States, although the oldest 
school garden in that State is but ten years 
old. In this garden.the pupils not only plant 
and tend the flowers but they sketch them at 
various periods of growth and keep note-

term in June. The work in this and all 
other schools of the State is encouraged by 
the State Horticultural! society, which opens 
its rooms in the autumn for a special exhibit 
ot children’s work and their herbariums, 
and awards handsome prizes. 

The school garden in Illinois is still in its 
infancy, but it is rapidly becoming a feature. 
The beginnings already made in Chicago are 
modest, but it is to be hoped they will prove 
so successful as to give to every school its 
garden and make it not only a feature of 
beauty but a source of botanical knowledge, 
as it is in New England. 


VOLUNTEERS WORK ENDED. | 
After July 1 there will be no more volun- 
teer soldiers in the employ of the govern- 
ment. The Quartermaster’s department 
has completed arrangements for bringiug 
home and mustering out the last of the 
twenty-five volunteer regiments sent to the 
Philippines during the autumn and winter 
of 1899-1900. All but nine regiments have 
already come home, and by May 25 the 
last of these will have left Manila and the 
army will be composed wholly of regulars 
for the first time since the beginning of 
the Spanish war in 1898. 
Not only will it be unnecessary to send 
other soldiers to the Philippines to tak» 
the places of the volunteers but some of 
the regular regiments will also be brought 
home during the summer. No small share 
in this fortunate state of affairs is due to 
the excellent ‘work done by the volunteers 
now being mustered out. These regiments 
of emergency recruits, under the direction 
of experienced officers from the regular 
army, have performed with marked abili- 
ty the hardest duties of a campaign in the 
tropics. Whether their work was doing 
garrison duty, or fighting pitched battics, 
of pursuing guerrillas through jungles and 
across unbridged rivers, they proved always 
competent for their task. In the Philippine 
campaign, as in the civil war, the Amcri- 
an volunteer has shown his ability to be-

Few of the modern pianists have been 
‘more highly esteemed and more deservedly 
so than Rummel, especially for his bril- 
liant performances of works in the romantic 
school. Hé was something more than a 
pianist or mere virtuoso. He was both 
these and a musician besides, and but fer 
a fatal defect of memory in his later years, 
for which there was apparently no rea- 
son, he would have ranked at the head 
of his profession. His last appearance 
in Chicago was at Central Music Hall 
A few years ago. His audience was largely 
made up of musicians who had greatly 
admired his playing. Upon that occasion 
they had the first intimation of his waning 
power consequent upon enfeebled memory. 
The discovery was a great shock to them 
and the feeling of pity for the player was 
as genuine as it was universal. It was a 
cruel fate to overtake one so gifted and few 
can realize what he must have suffered 
from apprehension in his concerts. or the 
pain it must have been at last to give up a 
career in which he had such extraordinary 


promise. 


SHORTENING CABLE TRAINS. 

The Union Traction company is slow in its 
motions, but it does move, after all. It has 
begun the reformation of its antiquated and 
vexatious cable train system by attaching 
only two trailers to a grip car where there 
have been three trailers in the past. This 
reform does not go far enough, for the 
number of trailers should be limited to one, 
but much is gained by getting rid of the tre- 
mendously long trains which extend half 
way from one street intersection to the 
next, and contribute so much to the con- 
gestion of traffic. | : 

This change in methods will bring with it 
somewhat quicker and more frequent serv- 
ice. More trains will be run, at least dur- 
ing the busier hours of the day. The in- 
tervals between trains will be briefer than 
they are now, and hence patrons will not 
have to wait so long in sun and shower on 
street corners for a car. The train which 
has two trailers instead of three will not 
make so many stoppages, and hence will 
make better time. Nor will it land so large 
a number of passengers in the mud or dust 
far beyond the crossing as does the three- 
trailer train, 0 

This change has been made, says the 
President of the traction company, in 
deference to the public demand for shorter 
trains.” This is a gratifying announce- 
ment, for the compatiy has not been in the 
habit of paying much attention to the de- 
‘mands of the public in the past. But since 
the company is now in a yielding mood it is 
to be hoped that it will soon defer still more 
to the public demand for shorter trains, and 
have but one trailer for every grip car. 

The public is convenienced by this limita- 
tion of the number of trailerstotwo. It will 
‘be still more convenienced by a limitation 
to one. That change will enable the com- 
pany to run more trains and thus give a 
service which will be better because so much 
more frequent. That change is one which 
will have to be made sooner or later. If not 
made before terms are agreed on between 
the city and the company the public will 
insist that it be incorporated in these terms, 
He gives twice who gives quickly applies 
‘to corporate as truly as to individual giving. 
The Union Traction company, having taken 
one step in the right direction, to the great 
satisfaction of the public, ought to take the 
other step and limit the number of trailers 
to one. The South Side company should 
do likewise, so far as it is practicable. 


CURES FOR MUNICIPAL ILLS. 

Home rule and a certain degree of mu- 
nicipal ownership äre the cures for bad: 
city government proposed by John Foru 
in the North American Review. There 
were no railways and no great cities when 
tr American scheme of government was 
devised, and hence it happens that a great 
city like New York or Chicago is largely 
in the power of a few country legislators, 
who know nothing of the needs of a con- 
gested municipality. New York is especial- 
ly unfortunate in this respect, but. the 
difficulty of getting the country districts 
to consent to the necessary constitutiona! 
‘amendments is practically the same in II- 
linois. Mr. Ford is right when he says it 
will be “no easy task to shake the grasp. 
of the country districts from the throats 
of the cities.” 

Let until this is done and the great cities 
are permitted to work out their own 
economic problems without external med- 
dling there can be no complete reform 
of the present abuses. Mr. Ford holds 
that the cities should be allowed to raise 
revenue from their ow resources and to 
expend it according to their own needs 
and ideas, At present the taxes grow 
greater as the city grows larger. If its 
affairs were properly managed the reverse 
would be the case. The loss comes through 
allowing private econcessioners to monopolize 
enormously valuable public franchises and 
privileges. The money that should go to 
reduce taxes now goes to make a few pri- 
vate individuals wealthy. 

Mr. Ford suggests a way to regain such 
monopolies for the people when they have 
been given away by corrupt City Conneils. 
In the ease of a gas monopoly, for in- 
stance, extortionate rates can be abolished 
by building a municipal plant. The mere 
threat to do this would induce the holders 
of the private plant to sell out to the 
city at a reasonable figure. He would apply 
this method to any other public utility 
which can conveniently be duplicated by 
the erection of a municipal plant. In the 
case of street car tracks Mr. Ford thinks 
he sees salvation in subways. He believes 
that within twenty years the surface lines 
will be as nearly obsolete as the horse cars 
are now, and that the power of municipali- 

ties to parallel the surface lines with tunnei

TO MUNICIPALIZE DRINK TRAFFIC. 

While experiments with the dispensary 
system have been going on in this country, 
there have been a few isolated cases in 
Great Britain where public authorities have 
administered public houses, but no real pol- 
icy to that effect has been adopted by any 
city. Indeed, it has quite generally been 
the practice of English public bodies, when 
in the course of improvement schemes they 
chanced to come into possession of property 
carrying the good will of a saloon business, 
to refuse either to continue this business or 
to allow a subsequent grantee on that loca- 
tion to do so, 

More recently, however, there has been 
increased discussion in British towns of the 
wisdom of “ municipalizing thé drink trat - 
fle,“ and, as might be expected, Glasgow 
bids fair to pioneer the way in the matter. 
A special commission of the Glasgow Town 
Council recently recommended that the city 
ask for Parliamentary powers which 
would enable it to open public houses in. such 
— of the city as should be deemed 


be quite consistent with the established pro- 
cedure of Glasgow to enter upon this ex- 
periment. The Council now administers the 
water, electric lighting, gas, hydraulic 
power, and-tranfway services of the city. 
It also maintains numerous lodging-houses 
and shelters many thousands of people in 
its municipal tenements. 

The municipalization of the drink traffic 
is urged as a social reform, and there ap- 
pear to be many persons in Great Britain 
who are anxious to see the experiment judi- 
elously tried. If Glasgow decide upon the 
trial it will be watched with interest in this 
country. 3

Colonel Younger was a citizen 
of high standing, as is shown by the fact that 
he served for eight years as County Judge 
and was twice elected to the State Legisla- 


ture. His children enjoyed a good home and 
were given the best educational advantages 
which the State afforded. The family was 
the last one from which it might have been 
expected the most notorious of modern day 
bandits would come. 
Yet, coming from such an ancestry, at 
least five of the Younger boys took part in all 
the bloody raids and fierce fighting of the 
la warfare in Missouri and Kansas 
during the civil war and wound up their 
career by a series of bank robberies and mur- 
ders which have no parallel in criminal an- 
nals. The Youngers were the chosen allies 
and associates of the James boys and took 
part in their most daring and sensational 
exploits. “Cole,” “Jim,” and “ Bob” 
Younger were captured in 1876 after a most 
exciting and prolonged man hunt, during 
which a number of officers were killed and 
the three Youngers were shot almost to 
pieces. In company with Jesse and Frank

their careers by the acts of other people and 
were not naturally bloody-minded criminals. 
These apologists have been able to find some 
historical justification for their position. 
Colonel Younger, father of the bandits, was, 
it is claimed, a Union sympathizer, but his 
large property interests were vo located that 
when the civil war broke out they were 
menaced by both federals and rebels as the 
guerrilla warfare swept back and forth 
through Missouri and Kansas. Even before 
Sumter was fired on the Youngers had begun 
to feel the effects of the preliminary struggle 
which gave the Sunflower State the name of 
„Bleeding Kansas. Finally, when the war 
was really on, a party of federal scouts rode 
down through Jackson County, burned the 
livery stable of Colonel Younger, and rode 
away nearly fifty head of his horses. They 
are also said to have destroyed other prop- 
erty. As a result Colonel Younger threw | 


with him. They were expert horsemen, ex- 
perienced hunters, and brave men and they 
at once joined the band of guerrillas then 
being organized by the notorious Quantrell. | 
As members of this gang they took part in 
many pitched battles, ambuscades, and 
sieges, and thus early learned to put a low 
value on human life. They hunted men like 
wild animals through the hills of Kansas and 
Missouri and were themselves hunted in turn. 
Shut up in farmhouses by superior bodies 
of federal troops and fighting desperately 
until the roof was set on fire over their heads, 
they more than once cut their way out and

vanished into the country, leaving behind 
them the bleeding bodies of scores of sol- 
diers. They, as well as the James boys, 
were bound together by the black oath which 
was administered to each member of Quan- 
trell's guerrillas and were sworn to exterm!l- 
nate all federais and never to desert a com- 
rade as long as life remained in their bodies. 

During the war their father, Colonel 
Younger, was assassinated and robbed on the 
high road and this rendered the Younger boys 
more desperate and bloodthirsty than they 
had been before. They took part in several 
massacres and raids on unsuspecting towns 
and were responsible for the killing of many 
non-combatants and for the destruction of an 
immense amount of property. A price was 
set on their heads by the federal authorities 
and they became outlaws in name as well 
as in fact. | .

As a rule, city, and the lack ot it is a serious de- 
ficiency in growing some flowers. The fact that you have little or no sunshine, how- 
ever, need not discourage you, for there are flowers, and quite a number of them, that 
will thrive in the shade just oe e while there are a number of varieties. 
that do better in the shade. 

It is, first, essential to have good, rich, loamy sot, so there may be no lack of food. 
The north side of an adjoining house is often admirably adapted for a little rockery. 
Tuff stone is the ideal rock for this place, but being quite uncommon and more expen- 
lders or slack from the rolling mills, the latter will do equally as well. A 
few stones scattered promiscuously over the -elevated surface is all that is required, 
This elevation four feet, this being limited by the space 
available.

The hardy herba- 
ceous perennials thet will give satisfaction are: Columbine menkehood, anemone, jack 
in the ‘pulpit, some of the native asters, campantil#, penstemum, phloxes, sunflow- 
ers and goneflowers, hepaticas, rue anemone, iris, clematis recta, fernkias, some of 
the lupines, sedum, spectabile, spiderwort, and violets; at the lower edge of the rock · 
ery, forget-me-nots, Oswego tea, and saxifraga may flourish. Quite a few of the 
bulbous plants are at home in the shady corner. Trilllums, snowdrops, scillas, most 
lilica, and crocuses will do fairly well, and tulips if replaced every year also. In con- 
nection with this it may be mentioned that the gesnertana branch of the great tulip 
family does fairly well when left in the ground for a succession of years. Pacticus 
narcissa, commonly called pheasant's eye, may also be added, and two exceedingly
